Dept wants township wardens 
For forest area fire detection

The Department of Lands and 
Forests has made proposals both 
to Whitchurch and East Gwil- 
limbury townships for a fire de- 
tection system. Jack Simmons of 
the department addressed Whit- 
church township council last 
Saturday and has also appeared 
before the council of East Gwil- 
limbury. . .*' 

Simmons told the Whitchurch 
council that he was satisfied, with 
the present efficient service in 
suppressing fires as rendered by 
Aurora, Stouffviile and New- 
market fire departments. But 
he said that a system of fire 
detection could be worked out 
on a fairly economical basis. 

The department's plan suggests 
one fire warden for each three 
concessions. This man would 
keep the necessary fire-fighting 
equipment en hand, such as 
shovels and pails, lor use In 



fighting grass and forest fires. 
The municipality would be re- 
quired to bear the costs connect- 
ed with the scheme, while the 
government would supply post- 
ers and training if necessary. 9 
The large Vivian forest area 
and small private forest acreages 
surrounding it presented a con- 
siderable fire hazard which must 

be constantly watched. 

Council praised, the work of 
the local fire brigades which pro- 
vide service in Whitchurch and 
cited numerous savings in real 
estate which they had affected.

The first annual exhibition at 
Toronto was held on the 24th 
and 25th of August, 1859, at the 
Crystal Palace on King St. at the 
rear of the Provincial Asylum 

for the Insane. This is the ac- 
tual beginning of the Canadian 
National Exhibition. 

Queen's Park was taken over 
from the University of Toronto 
by the City of Toronto on a 
lease of 999 years at a yearly 
rental of five shillings. 

His Royal Highness, the Prince 
of Wales, visited Canada arriving 
in Toronto on September 7, 13R0. 
Queen's Park was officially op- 
ened by His Highness, who laid 
the foundation stone of the 
parliament buildings to the south 
of which the memorial to his 
mother, Queen Victoria, now 
stands. The statue of the queen 
which was to grace the marble 
base was returned- to the sculp- 
tor as being 

Later, one was accepted and 
erected where it now stands to 
the south of the parliament 
buildings. 

At this time the total railway 
mileage in Canada was over 
2,0C0 miles. 
Rely on Moon 

By order of the city council, 
street lights were extinguished 
during those nights in the months 
when the streets could be illum- 
inated by the light of the silvery 

moon! 

On September 10 of 18C1, a 
horse-driven street car system, 
first in Canada, was introduced 
by Alexander Easton, Yorkville; 
the line operated on Yonge. King 
and Queen Sts. Six miles of 
track were laid that year. 
About 2,000 passengers used the 
service daily. The fare was five 

cents. 
William Lyon Mackenzie, the 

leader of the rebellion of 1837 

in Upper Canada, died. 

William Tyrell, Weston, was 

chosen warden of the County of 

York in 1864. He advocated the 

purchase from the government of 

the United Provinces of Yongc 



On April 15, 1865, the county 
of York completed the purchase 
of Yonge and Dundas Sts. and 
Kingston and Danforth Rds. from 
the government of the United 
Provinces for the sum of §72,- 
500. This was the beginning of 
the York County Road System. 

Trinity College School was 
established in Weston in the eld 
parsonage by Rev. William Ar- 
thur Johnson of St. Phillip's An- 
glican church. The first three 
students were his own sons. 
William Osier, later knighted by 

the king for his outstanding con- 
tribution to medical science, was 
No. 27. 

Oppose Fenians 

On May 21, the Queen's Own 

Regiment of volunteers was call- 
ed on active service for defence 
against the invasion of Fenians 
from the U.S.A. and repulsed 
them in a battle at Ridgeway. 

The Reciprocity Treaty be- 
tween Canada and the United 
States was cancelled. 

Among those of the militia to 
be called out in 1866 against the 
Fenian raiders were the Aurora 
Infantry Company, the Scarboro 
Rifles and later the King Infan- 
try Company and the Lloydtown 
Company. These isolated com- 
panies were later incorporated in- 
to the 12th York Battalion of

A^rjfori and I The attack took place on the 

1st of June at Fort Erie and 
Ridgeway, and our troops dis- 
tinguished themselves once 
again. The townspeople of Aur- 
ora, on the return of the Aurora 
Company from these raids, pre- 
sented to them a bugle inscribed 
as follows: "Presented to the 
Aurora Volunteers by the- people 
of Aurora and surrounding coun- 
try as a small expression of 
the universal satisfaction with 
which they have regarded their 
meritorious conduct during the 
recent trying crisis in the history 
of Canada." 

A flag was presented at the 
same time. Both of these are in 
possession of the Queen's York 
Rangers in their armory at Tor- 
onto. 

At Weston on October 5, 1869, 
the first sod of the Toronto, Grey 
and Bruce Railway was cut by 
Prince Arthur of Connaught 
afterward governor-general of 
Canada during World War I. 

Article 17 will deal with the

In consequence, the government and the people of 
Ganacla wei'e faced with two questions. First, how much 
and in what way should we contribute to the United 
Nations police action in Korea and, secondly, how 
much and in what way could we increase our ability 
to participate in other common efforts, either under 
the United Nations charter or the North Atlantic 
Treaty. We have considered several possible courses. 

- 
There has been talk; of a United Nations police 

division of volunteers and this may in time work out 

and be of value for areas other than Korea. If and 

when such a division is formed along lines considered 

practicable, the government will recommend appropriate 

Canadian participation. 

But we feel the present situation calls for some- 
thing more immediate. The government has, there- 
fore, authorized the recruitment of an additional army 
brigade which is beginning on Wednesday. This bri- 
gade will be known as the Canadian Army Special 
Force and it will be specially trained and equipped to 
be available for use in carrying out Canada's obliga^ 
tions under the United Nations charter or the North 
Atlantic pact.
